Seaton Hits Demo Leaders 
In Speech To Marin GOP 


By CHAPIN A. DAY 


American v o t e r s face a 
choice of leadership, Secretary 
of the Interior Fred A. Seaton 
told a $100-a-plate Republican 
dinner last night in Fairfax. 


The difference in leadership, 
he said, is between “ what the 
Democrats call ‘brinkmanship,’ 
which stopped one war and has 
kept us out of other wars, and 
what t h e y call ‘diplomacy,’ 
which has involved us in World 
War I, World War II and that 
unconscionable thing in Korea.” 


Seaton’s biting speech was 


introduced by Gov. Goodwin J. 
Knight, who also was in fight­ 
ing trim. He lashed out at the 
Democratic Party, which, he 
said “is riddled with socialism.” 
It is “a haven of socialists,” he 
charged. “There is no Socialist 
Party in California any more 
because it’s all enrolled in the 
Democratic Party.” 
Knight, GOP candidate for 
the U.S. Senate, declared that 
man-for-man the Republicans 
“have the best candidates to 
present this year. Every one of 
the Democratic candidates can 
be beaten.” 


In introducing the secretary 
of the interior to his Meadow 
Club audience, he called Sea­ 
ton “the man who dusted out 
all of the fantastic foolishness 
of Mr. Ickes.” Then Knight 
urged the 150 persons present 
to “fight, fight, fight and win.” 


Seaton went briefly into the 
leadership President Eisenhow­ 
er has been giving the nation. 
After stopping the Korean war 
“it was not easy to send troops 
into Lebanon. That was a dif­ 
ficult decision; I know, I was

COUNTY DEMURRER 
The county, represented by 
County Counsel Leland Jordan, 
filed a demurrer, arguing that 
such a measure is unconstitu­ 
tional. 
The judge upheld the 
demurrer, and denied the writ 
of mandate. 


In his decision, Judge Keat- 


I ing held that the people of the 
! county, under their right to an 
I initiative petition, do not have 
powers or authority greater 
| than that of the supervisors. 
Since the board of supervisors 
does not have the power to 
hamstring itself by limiting ex­ 
penses to a certain amount, the 
people also do not have that 
power, the judge found. 


BUTTE PRECEDENT 
The closest precedent to this 
case is a Butter County de­ 
cision in which the judge ruled 
that neither the county super­ 
visors nor the electorate can 
start a measure to limit the tax 
rate, even under a county char­ 
ter. 


Judge Keating pointed out 
that it is true the supervisors 
do not have the right to sit in 
judgment on whether an ordin­ 
ance is valid. 
But the court 
will not compel the supervisors 
to put on the ballot a measure 
which in the end will be in­ 
valid.

He added, 
however, ‘‘Our information in­ 
dicates that Marin is not entire­ 
ly satisfied with the proposed 
routing of the lines.” 
“Rail transportation can ac­ 
commodate 40,000 people per 
hour per lane, whereas high­ 
ways can handle only 2,000 per 
hour per lane, or only one- 
fifteenth the capacity of rail 
travel,” he said.

Hurricane Heads 
For East Coast 


MIAMI, Fla. (#1 — Hurricane 
Helene churned slowly north­ 
westward 
today 
toward 
the 
Carolina coast— some 350 miles 
distant— and the Weather Bu­ 
reau warned shipping to stay 
out of its path. 
The storm’s highest winds 
were estimated at 90 miles an 
hour in squalls.

HITS DEMOS 
Others of the leadership of 
the Democratic Party "besides 
Carmine deSapio and Walter 
Reuther,” 
Seaton 
said, 
are 
Dean Acheson, "the architect 
of disaster in Korea” ; Estes Ke- 
fauver, "three times up, three 
times down” ; Thomas Finletter, 
"who as secretary of the Air 
Force sent our fliers into Ko­ 
rea in propellor-driven planes 
against the Qommunist jets,” 
and Paul Butler, "who has be­ 
come such a ‘military authority’ 
they’re starting to call him 
‘General.’ ” 
Seaton made no mention of 
Sherman Adams in his speech. 
But in a press conference ear­ 
lier in the day for school 
journalism students, he called 
the Adams case “not only a per­ 
sonal, but a public tragedy.” In 
answer to a question, he noted 
Adams "had 
called 
himself 
‘imprudent.’ But if you ask 
whether he’s an honest man, I 
can tell you from absolute, per­ 
sonal knowledge that he is.” 
ADAMS’ SUCCESSOR? 
He would not be pinned 
down on whether he would ac­ 


cept Adams* job as assistant to 
the President. 
"It would not be proper for 
me to say yes or no,” he declar­ 
ed. "That is a very personal 
job. If I said yes, it would seem 
I was seeking the job; 1 m not. 
If I said no, it would be an im­ 
plied insult to the President.” 
Seaton told the Republicans 
that "no candidate can be 100 
per cent the way you want him 
to be. The real question is do 
you agree with him 50 or 51 
per cent of the time? Then 
compare this with the man run­ 
ning against him. This way you 
can check not how much you 
disagree with your candidate, 
but how much you agree with 
him and how little you agree 
with the Democrats.” 
He warned that if the Re­ 
publicans want to win "we 
can’t pass on our responsibil­ 
ities to someone else.” He urg­ 
ed each individual to get out 
and talk and work for the Re­ 
publican candidates.

Bad Day For 


Missiles And 


Florida Town 


CAPE CANAVERAL. Fla. UP 
-—Thq^cape and the missile-mad 
town of Cocoa Beach returned 
to normal today after a hectic 
seven hours during which a 
Polaris test rocket ran amok 
and another missile crashed 
and burned. 


No one was hurt, but quite a 
few persons were shaken for a 
time. 


The area, a finger of land 
that juts out into the Atlantic 
off Florida’s east coast, was 
bombed with fiery debris yes­ 
terday when the Polaris t^visted 
crazily off course and was 
blasted from the sky. 
Later, an X10 experimental 
missile crashed and disappear­ 
ed in flames when it overshot 
the cape landing strip after 
completing a test with the Air 
Force’s Bomarc 
air 
defense 
missile. 
The Polaris burst into two 
parts at about 50,000 feet after 
a quick-thinking range safety 
officer* pressed an automatic 
destruction button. His instru­ 
ments showed the rocket was 
tipping toward the densely pop­ 
ulated mainland rather than 
curving out over the Atlantic. 
One flaming section splashed 
into the Banana River beside 
Cocoa Beach and the other 
landed on the cape after trac­ 
ing puffy trails of white smoke 
across the sky. 


It was the first time that a 
run-away missile threatened a 
residential area since the test 
center opened in 1950.

4 State Bond Issues Need 
Your Careful Attention 


Four proposed bond issues top the list 
of 18 state propositions which will face 
you when you enter the voting booth 
Nov. 4. They total 780 million dollars. 
Yet you as a voter will be asked to 
make a decision on whether they should 
or shouldn't be passed. Merely voting 
No because you don't understand them 
is not making a decision; it is avoiding 
your responsibilities. So let's look at 
each of them separately. 


PROP. 1 is the Veterans Bond Act 
of 1958. This would set up $300.000,000 
for loans to California veterans for ac­ 
quisition of farms and homes. 
This “Cal-Vet” program has been op­ 
erating for 36 years and thus far not one 
cent of tax money has been lost through 
it. 
Indeed, outside money has been 
brought into the state through the bond 
sales to build the veterans’ homes and 
farms, 
thus 
increasing 
the 
states 
wealth 
It is beneficial to the veterans, the 
state and it doesn’t cost the taxpayers 
any money. Obviously, vote Yes. 


PROP. 2 is the $220,000,000 school 
bond issue for construction loans to 
needy school districts. .California must 
have schools. Its population is growing 
both from immigration and from record 
baby crops. Now is no time to curtail 
our school building program. 


However steps must be taken to as­ 
sure that the taxpayers get the most 
school building for their money. There 
has been a lamentable lack of austerity 
in some building. There should be a 
stricter limitation on use of the funds so 
that state money can be used for basics 
only; let the districts add the frills they 
want with their own money. We recom­ 
mend a Yes vote on Prop. 2.

PROP. 3 is for $200,000,000 worth 
of bonds for the state’s construction pro­ 
gram. The money will be used for state 
educational, mental and correctional in­ 
stitutions. 
We 
in Marin, who can see the 
crowded conditions at San Quentin 
Prison, have some idea of the need. But 
here again the state must be careful to 
avoid fanciness and frills. 
Buildings 
constructed with this money should be 
functional. 
This proposition places squarely on 
the Legislature the responsibility for 
seeing that this is so. These bonds can 
be sold only for projects for which funds 
are appropriated by the Legislature. 
Understanding this, we urge a Yes 
vote. 


PROP. 4 is the $60,000,000 harbor 
development bonds proposal. Fifty mil­ 
lion dollars would go to development of 
the state harbor facilities in San Fran­ 
cisco Bay, the only state harbor in Cali­ 
fornia. The other $10,000,000 would be 
a loan fund for financing small craft 
harbor development. 
In neither case would the taxpayers 
be footing the bill; all of the money 
would % 
be repaid. The State Port Au­ 
thority has been issuing bonds since 
1891 and has never missed a payment. 
We here between the bay and the 
ocean know the importance of the grow­ 
ing small boat fleet, and also we know 
the sad lack of facilities. This proposi­ 
tion would provide a fund which would 
be repaid by districts or governmental 
agencies which borrow it to improve 
boating facilities. 
At no cost to the taxpayer there will 
be better facilities for everything from 
an outboard motor boat to an ocean 
liner. Vote Yes on Prop. 4.

SACRAMENTO (CNS)—The 
announcement of State Sena­ 
tor 
Randloph 
Collier 
(R- 
Yreka) that he intends to sup­ 
port Clair Engle for United 
States Senator and and Ed­ 
mund G. Brown for Governor 
of California, both Democratic 
candidates, is somewhat amus­ 
ing in the light of some of the 
circumstances s u r r o u n d i n g 
the situation. 
The senator’s district con­ 
sists of Del Norte County, pri­ 
mary registration 3,350 Demo­ 
crats and 2,418 Republicans, 
and Siskiyou County, 8,919

Sun­ 
day. Why don’t you check on 
it for a possible page-one 
lead? Go to the meeting if you 
can.” It was signed The Night 
Man. The story he left said: 


“In one of the most unusual 
civic activities ever proposed, 
there has been a large group 
in Corte Madera supporting a 
merger with the city of Tum­ 
water, Wash. If carried out, 
this would be the first such 
merger of two distant cities. 
“Petitions c i r c u l a t e d in 
Corte Madera and Tumwater 
were signed by some 84 per 
cent of all residents. A typical 
comment was that of Leary 
Gledge of C.M.: ‘Why bother 
with all this noise about merg­ 
ing with Larkspur—here’s a 
city that’s really anxious to 
merge with us.’ 


“TUMWATER IS a small 
city just outside of Olympia 
and some 30 miles south of 
Tacoma. Merger, of course, 
would include schools, fire de­ 
partment, and police. Some of 
the interesting aspects of law 
were pointed out by Corte Ma­ 
dera lawyer Jerry Darrow: ‘If 
there’s a two-alarm fire in 
Tumwater, our engines are 
going to go a helluva long 
way; the city council would

“Final action may be taken 
at a special meeting called for 
Monday night at the Elks Hall 
in Corvallis. If no one attends, 
the merger will take place by 
pocket veto.” 
(Note: 
Those

is a town called Tumwater 
in the state of Washington.) 


WE ARE HAPPY to report 
that no one— not even the 
councilmen—turned up at the 
Monday night meeting in Cor­ 
vallis, so Corte Madera now 
can continue to talk about 
merging with Larkspur. 
A merger, if it ever comes 
about, will depend mainly on 
the conviction of Larkspur 
and Corte Madera voters that 
the step is a wise one. 
The Consolidation Act of 
1909 requires the following 
steps for merger: 
1. A petition must be sign­ 
ed by one-fifth of the voters 
in each city (about 350 in 
Corte 
Madera 
and 400 in 
Larkspur); 
2. Within two months after 
receipt of the petition, an 
election is called on the ques­ 
tion of consolidation. A major­ 
ity in each city must vote ap­ 
proval. The election cost is 
estimated at $800. 
3. If merger is approved, an 
election of a new city council 
must be called within three 
months. Until then the two 
cities continue to operate sep­ 
arately. 
4. The new city then takes 
over, assuming all property, 
funds, employees, debts (ex­ 
cept bonded debt), and obliga­ 
tions of the two former cities. 
5. The new city takes the 
name of the city with the larg­ 
est population as of the last 
Federal census, in this case 
Larkspur. 
However 
a 
new 
name may be proposed (by a 
petition signed by about 750 
voters) and voted upon at the 
same time as the consolida­ 
tion question 
or new city 
council election. 


Iraq Revolution Due 


To Enter New Phase

BEIRUT (HTNS) — The re* 
cent events in Iraq indicate 
the revolution there is enter­ 
ing a new and tubulent phase. 
Diplomatic 
reports 
from 
Baghdad say tension is high. 
It reached new peaks with the 
dismissal of pro-Nasser deputy 
Premier 
Col. 
Abdel Salem 
Aref from his post as Deputy 
Chief of Staff of the Army. 
These reports tend to de- 
emphasize stories of splits 
and clashes within the army. 
Incidents may have occurred 
but they were incidental to 
the main situation. 


THIS, ACCORDING to ob­ 
servers here, is primarily poli­ 
tical, not military, despite the 
ban 
on 
politics. 
For 
two 
months 
the revolution has 
been in aimless drift in search 
of a policy. There are no signs 
now that the leaders are any 
closer than they were then to 
a g r e e m e n t on republican 
Iraq’s future course, particu­ 
larly regarding United Arab 
Republic President Gamal Ab­ 
del Nasser and the West. 
The mounting tension has 
been accompanied by many 
reports of disturbances since 
Col. Aref’s apparent demo­ 
tion. One reliable diplomatic 
report has it that five persons 
were executed by the Army a 
few days ago for prompting a 
pro-Soviet and 
anti-Premier 
Abdel Karem Kassim demon­ 
stration. This was at the time 
the Baghdad military gover­ 
nor went on the radio to ap­ 
peal for calm and to remind 
the populace 
that political 
parties and large public gath­ 
erings were still banned. 


ON THE OTHER HAND 
there was no confirmation 
here of reports that Col. Aref 
has disappeared and five of 
his followers were arrested. 
But little is certain Press cen­ 
sorship 
remains 
iron-clad. 
Even diplomatic missions, par­ 
ticularly Western ones, were 
reported having difficulty get­ 
ting information due to minor 
harassment« 
and 
intimida­ 
tions. 


The general opinion here is 
that Col. Aref was removed 
from the Army post for exces­ 
sive politicking and perhaps 
also because Premier Kassim 
thought he was getting too big 
for his boots. One example of 
this was the recent return 
from exile of Rashid Ali Kai- 
lani w'ho led the successful 
anti-British coup of 1941. 
Kailani’s return, accompan­ 
ied by much fanfare, was an 
acute embarrassment for Brig. 
Kassim. The exile first called 
on Col. Aref and did not get 
around to the Premier until 
he had visited the chairman 
of the Regency Council. 


COL. AREF’S NAME has 
also disappeared from the for­ 
mat of the newspaper “Goum- 
houria” which he took over 
after the revolt. The paper 
now is reported to be in the 
hands of the Baathist Party, 
an extreme leftwing Socialist 
organization with internation­ 
al headquarters in Damascus, 
which 
is 
officially 
banned 
along with other parties in 
the United Arab Republic. 
Baath Party sources here 
deny that Col. Aref belongs to 
the party but say he is close 
to it. They picture the current 
struggle in Iraq as among po­ 
litical power blocs. They ex­ 
press concern about Commun­ 
ist strength in Iraq which they 
allege is greater than any­ 
where else in the Arab world. 


CERTAIN ACTS by the gov­ 
ernment would seem to con­ 
firm this analysis. A series of 
Communist and right-w ing 
publications from Cairo and 
Beirut have been banned. A 
decree forbade the formation 
of new clubs. 
Military trials of members 
of the old regime continue the 
anti-Western orgy. This re­ 
mains 
the 
sole 
acceptable 
safety valve for mass emo­ 
tions. But probably sooner 
than later the novelty will 
wear off. Many observers here 
feel the present unrest in Iraq 
indicates this has already hap­ 
pened and the present static 
atmosphere is about to erupt.

SUCCESSION AND POWERS 
§1.01. Name. The County of Ma­ 
rin. as it now exists and as it shall 
continue to exist under this C har­ 
ter. is a body corporate and politic 
and is a legal subdivision of the 
State of California.

Supervisors by ordinance may es­ 
tablish offices and positions, in­ 
cluding but not limited to boards 
and commissions, other than and 
in addition to those provided for 
by State law or by this Charter. 
D. Departmental Changes. The 
Board of Supervisors by ordinance 
may consolidate, separate, or seg­ 
regate county offices, agencies, and 
departments; 
and 
may 
abolish, 
transfer, and re-assign their func­ 
tions in whole or in part. Provided, 
however, that nothing contained 
in this paragraph shall authorize 
or empower the Board to abolish 
or deal with the functions of elec­ 
tive officers, except to the extent 
that consolidation, separation, or 
s°gregation of the functions of 
such officers is expressly permitted 
by State law. 'Provided, further, 
that departm ents and functions 
which bv this Charter are placed 
in the change of the County M an­ 
ager or under his management, 
direction, or supervision shall not 
be removed therefrom unless such 
department or function is abol­ 
ished by ordinance of the Board 
enacted pursuant to this para­ 
graph; but the Eoard may by or­ 
dinance establish a separate posi­ 
tion of clerk of the Board of Super­ 
visors in the unclassified service of 
the Countv to replace that func­ 
tion of the County Clerk, and in 
such event the position so estab­ 
lished shall be filled by appoint­ 
ment by the Board and the ap­ 
pointee shall serve at the pleasure 
of the Board and may be removed 
by the Board at any time. 
E. Reports. The Board of Su­ 
pervisors may require any county 
officer, official, or employee to 
make periodic or special reports 
to the Board or to the County 
Manager on any subject relating 
to county affairs or business. 
F. 
Administrative Code. 
The 
Board of Supervisors shall estab­ 
lish and adopt by ordinance an 
administrative 
code, 
prescribing 


the methods and procedures of 
office and institutional manage­ 
ment, record-keeping, and reports 
for all offices, agencies, and de­ 
partm ents of the County, not in­ 
consistent with State law or with 
the provisions of this Charter; and 
shall adopt amendments thereto 
from time to time as may be re­ 
quired 
G. Rules of Procedure. Subject 
to the provisions of this Charter, 
the Board of Supervisors shall de­ 
termine its own procedural rules 
and provide for i§s own regulation 
and government. A quorum of the 
Board for the transaction of all 
business shall be 4 members; and 
the vote of a majority of a quorum 
shall determine any m atter before 
the Board except where State law, 
this Charter, or the procedural 
rules of the Board require a larger 
vote. Except on procedural m at­ 
ters, voting shall be by roll call 
and the vote of each member shall 
be recorded. All meetings of the 
Board shall be public meetings, 
but the Board may hold executive 
sessions or exclude witnesses when 
permitted to do so by State law. 
The books, records, and accounts 
of the Board shall be open at all 
times for public inspection. 
§2.03. 
Supervisorial Di st ri ct s. 
The County is hereby divided into 
7 supervisorial districts. 
Subject 
to change of boundaries by the 
Board or Supervisors as provided 
in §2 04 of tnis Charter, the dis­ 
tricts and their boundaries are 
established in accordance with the 
descriptions set forth in the Ap­ 
pendix attached to and hereby 
made a p art of this Charter. 
§2 04. Change of Boundaries of 
Supervisorial Districts. The boun­ 
daries of any or all of the super­ 
visorial districts may be changed 
by the Board of Supervisors by 
ordinance adopted by the affirm a­ 
tive vote of 5 7ths of the entire 
Board. The districts shall be as 
nearly equal in population as may 
be, except that in establishing the 
boundaries of the districts the 
Board may give consideration to 
the following factors; (at topog­ 
raphy, (b) geography, <c> cohe­ 
siveness, contiguity, integrity, and 
compactness of territory, and <d> 
community of interests of the dis­ 
tricts. No change in district boun­ 
daries shall be made within 90 
days preceding a general election. 
A change in the boundaries of a 
supervisorial district shall not af­ 
fect the term of office of any in­ 
cumbent supervisor, except as pro­ 
vided in HB of §2.05 of this Charter. 
Nothing contained in this section 
is intended to permit the Board 
of Supervisors to change the num ­ 
ber of supervisorial districts, which 
shall remain at 7 as provided in 
§2.03 of this Charter. 
Before making any change in 
district boundaries, the Board of 
Supervisors shall receive and con­ 
sider a report and recommenda­ 
tions thereon made by the Inter­ 
governmental Coordinating Com­ 
mission pursuant to the provisions 
of HE of §7.04 of this Charter; and 
the Board may request said Com­ 
mission to make such a report and 
recommendations at any time and 
specify within what period of time, 
not less than 60 days, such report

§2.05. 
Qualifications of Super­ 
visors. 
A. Generally. Members of the 
Board of Supervisors shall have 
t h e 
qualifications

State law. In addition, each mem­ 
ber must have been a resident of 
the County and of the district he 
represents for at least 3 years im ­ 
mediately preceding the time he 
takes office; and he shall continue 
to reside in such district during 
his incumbency. 
B. Redistricting. If, as a result 
of redistricting of the County as 
provided in §2.04 of this Charter, 
more than one incumbent mem­ 
ber of the Board resides in a 
single district, the members resid­ 
ing in that district shall draw lots 
to determine who shall continue 
to represent that district and who 
shall represent the other district 
or districts where a vacancy exists 
as a result of the redistricting. 
The member (or members) whose 
district is thereby changed must 
change his residence to the dis­

Subject to approval of the Board 
of Supervisors, the County M an­ 
ager may designate a county of­ 
ficer or employee to serve as act­ 
ing County Manager in case of 
temporary absence or disability of 
the County Manager or a tempo­ 
rary vacancy in that office.

County Superintendent of 
Schools, and certificated school 
personnel ; 
(10) Chief Probation Officer; 
(II) Lawyers employed on the

acter; 
(13) Employees whose tenure is

Personnel Commi s s i on. 
There shall be a Personnel Com­ 
mission consisting of 5 members. 
A. Incumbent 
Commissioners. 
The members of the Personnel 
Commission in office upon the 
effective date of this Charter shall 
continue in office for the terms 
for which they were appointed. 
B. Appointment. Qualifications, 
and Term. The members of the 
Commission shall be appointed by 
the affirmative vote of a majority 
of the entire Board of Supervisors 
Members shall have the qualifica­ 
tions required of county officers 
bv State law, and may not hold 
other county office while serving 
on the Commission; in addition, 
each member must have been a 
resident of the County for at least 
3 vears immediately preceding the 
time he takes office 
Their terms 
of office shall be 4 years: except 
that the appointee to a term im­ 
mediately succeeding that of an 
incumbent Commissioner in office 
upon the effective date of this 
C harter shall be appointed for a 
term expiring on June 30th of the 
4th calendar year following the 
year in which he takes office. 
C. Compensation.

In any investi­ 
gation or hearing conducted by 
the Commission, it shall have the 
power to examine witnesses under 
oath, and to compel their attend­ 
ance or the production of evidence 
by subpenas issued in the name of 
the County and attested by the 
County Clerk.

Justification for continuance 
of emergency appointments shall 
be reviewed by the Personnel Com.

C. Preference to C ounty Em­ 
ployees. in making appointments 
or promotions, preference shall be 
given to qualified persons who are 
already in the county service to 
the extent recommended by the 
Personnel Commission. 
D Probationary Period. All ap­ 
pointments and promotions shall 
be for a probationary period of 6 
months. During the probationary 
period the employee may be re­ 
leased at any tune without right of 
appeal or hearing if such employee 
lias had no prior service in the 
classified service of the County. 
Provided, however, th at any em ­ 
ployee who has been promoted 
from a position in which he had 
acquired perm anent status shall, 
upon removal or resignation from 
the position to which he was pro­ 
moted. revert to his former posi­ 
tion without loss of any rights or 
privileges and upon the same term s 
and conditions as if he had re­ 
mained in said former position 
continuously. 
§510. Disciplinary Action. Any 
employee in the classified service 
who has acquired perm anent status 
may be suspended, demoted, re­ 
duced in compensation, or dismiss­ 
ed by the appropriate appointing 
authority. W ithin 72 hours of such 
action, the appointing authority 
shall prepare a written order sta t­ 
ing specifically the reasons for the 
action, shall file such order in du­ 
plicate with the Personnel Com­ 
mission, and shall serve a copy 
upon the employee affected by de­ 
livering the same to him person­ 
ally or depositing it for delivery by 
registered mail.

Data Public 


S A N F R A N C I S C O UP—

A spokesman for the division 
said he believes disclosures, 
such as the sums paid to land 
owners, might bring flocks of 
salesmen 
or 
bill 
collectors 
swarming around the sellers. 
COURT ORDER 
Parry obtained an alterna­ 
tive writ of mandate which will 
come before Superior Court 
Judge Milton D. Sapiro at 2 p. 
m. next Monday. 
Parry, 38, active in his com­ 
munity’s affairs since he was 
18, said he had been trying for 
two years to obtain informa­ 
tion concerning the cloverleaf 
; interchange on Nimitz freeway 
at Durham road in Fremont. 
“Originally I wrote the com­ 
mission a short letter for the 
information, which I wanted to 
use for comparing costs with 
local roads,” Parry told a news­ 
man. 
CITY NOT INVOLVED 
He said he wanted the infor­ 
mation as a private citizen, 
and that neither The City of 
Fremont nor its planning com­ 
mission which he heads is in­ 
volved in the legal dispute. 
Parry said the Division of 
Highways refused to give him 
the information he sought, and 
he decided to pursue the mat­ 
ter with his own funds. 
“Perhaps 
I am somewhat 
foolhardy to do this at my own 
expense, but I am more con­ 
cerned about the principle of 
having the right to know,” 
Parry said. “I don’t feel that I 
am alone in this.” 
HIS QUESTIONS 
He said he wanted to know 
how much acreage is involved 
in the cloverleaf interchange 
on Nimitz freeway, how much 
was paid per acre, and to 
whom, and how much was 
spent to improve the acreage 
in the cloverleaf interchange 
and what state funds were 
used. 
At a preliminary hearing 
Sept. 15, attorney Norris J. 
Burke of the highways divis­ 
ion offered to give Parry writ­ 
ten answers to his questions if 
he would agree to drop his 
mandamus suit. 
“We had asked the consent 
of grantors from whom we had 
bought the acreage whether 
they had any objections to re­ 
leasing 
the 
information 
in 
court,” Burke said. 
TOLD TWICE 
“They said no and this in­ 
formation was tendered to Par­ 
ry twice Sept. 15, by telephone 
and then in the hallway before 
court convened. And then in 
open court.” 
Parry said he refused the of­ 
fers because he was deter­ 
mined to fight for the prin­ 
ciple of the public’s right to 
know. 
He has brought and won sim­ 
ilar mandamus actions. In 1954 
he forced his own fire district 
to open up financial records 
and show him how the dis­ 
trict’s money was being spent. 
He also forced the same dis­ 
trict to hold regular, public 
meetings to transact 
public 
business, in place of secret 
sessions. And made the Fre­ 
mont City Council schedule 
regular public sessions.

Helen Knowland Goes 


All Out For Her 'Billy

OAKLAND UPl—Helen Know- 
land, vigorously campaigning 
for husband William F. Know­ 
land in the hardest fight of his 
political career, is armed with 
a conviction she has held since 
their courting days. 
“I 
have 
always 
known 
there was greatness in him,” 
declares Helen Knowland. 
She is completely outgoing 
and unabashed in her high es­ 
timate of the capabilities of the 
blunt, strapping fnate she calls 
Billy, who chose to retire as 
the U.S. Senate’s Republican 
leader to run for governor of 
California. 
With Knowland busy in Wash­ 
ington as Senate minority lead­ 
er, Mrs. Knowland carried the 
campaign ball in California up 
to the June primary. She led a 
5,000-mile “Rollin’ for Know­ 
land” bus tour by the “Know­ 
land 
girls” — herself, 
two 
daughters and a daughter-in- 
law. 
The primary result con­ 
fronted the Knowlands with 
unmistakable evidence they 
were in for the first uphill 
battle of their political ca­ 
reers in the 1958 
general 
election race. 
Republican 
Knowland 
and 
Democrat 
Edmund 
G. 
(Pat) 
Brown, state attorney general, 
were unopposed for their par­ 
ties’ 
governor 
nominations. 
Each cross-filed on the other 
party’s ballot, however, and 
Brown outstripped Knowland 
in the total popularity test by 
662.000 votes. 
Helen Herrick started poli­ 
ticking 
with 
Bill 
Knowland 
when they were Alameda high 
school seniors. He was elected 
president and she, his best girl, 
vice president. They eloped on 
New Year’s Eve in 1926. 
She 
was 19 and he was 18. 
They 
went back to sophomore classes 
at the University of California 
after their honeymoon. 
From the time he was 
elected to the California As­ 
sembly at 24, Knowland s 
climb to political leadership 
was 
rapid, 
and 
relatively 
easy. 
He was an Army major in Eu­ 
rope when then Gov. Earl War­ 
ren appointed him in August, 
1945, to serve the unexpired 
term of the 
late 
Hiram W. 
Johnson. 
In 1946 Knowland won elec­ 
tion to a fuil Senate term over 
Democrat Will Rogers Jr. 
No campaigning effort was 
necessary foe Knowland’s re- 
election six years later. He won 
both Republican and Democrat­ 
ic nominations in the 
cross­ 
filed June primary by the big­ 
gest vote for any candidate in 
California history—3,982,448 to

State's Road 
Budget To Hit 


$615 Million 


SACRAMENTO UP1—A high­ 
way budget of about 615 mil-1 
j lion dollars, far and away the 
largest in California history, is 
ahead for the state next fis­ 
cal year, it was learned today. 
The record-breaking program 
I includes about 425 million for 
road-building and purchase of 
I land on the state highway sys- 
! tern. 


OUT. 15 MEETING

The California Highway Com­ 
mission meets Oct. 15 to give 
; final approval to the budget, 
which will go into effect next 
! July 1. 
Specific projects slated for 
construction were not revealed 
but most of the money is sure 
to go into freeway construction 
unless there is a switch in basic 
commission policy. 
The budget for the current 
year totaled 483r2 million dol­ 
lars when it was approved last 
October but it was built up 
later with an additional 33*6 
million in federal funds. 


FEDERAL AID 
The big shot in the arm for 
the 1959-60 budget will come 
from a hefty rise in federal aid 
of more than 100 million dol­ 
lars over the 153 million origi­ 
nally expected for this year. 
The current year’s funds for 
construction and right of way 
is slightly over 350 million, 
compared with 425 million for 
next year—an increase of more 
than 20 per cent.

As soon as possible she started 
testing them. 
She used one

the tests herself.

Backers and opponents of 
the proposed charter for Marin 
County have formed campaign 
1 committees to pound away at 
reasons why the voters should 
approve or turn down the pro­ 
posal in November. 
Proponents of the charter 
claim it would save taxpayers 
money by eliminating duplica­ 
tion and red tape, would give 
the people home-rule and a 
more responsive board of su­ 
pervisors. 
Opponents charge that the 
charter would concentrate too 
much power in the county man­ 
ager and undermine represent­ 
ative government, and would 
create big government bureau­ 
cracy and add to the tax bill. 


PRO COMMITTEE 
The 
vote-for-charter 
com­ 
mittee is headed by Supervisor 
Vera L. Schultz and former 
Judge Frederick J. Crisp as co- 
chairmen, and Charles N. Gel- 
ler as campaign manager. 
The vote-no-charter commit­ 
tee has retired Judge Edward 
I. Butler as honorary chairman 
and attorney Roderick P. Mar- 
tinelli and Mrs. John B. Ehlen 
as co-chairmen. 
Here are the arguments ih 
favor of the charter, as pre­ 
sented by the “pro” committee: 
“Only home rule charter can 
save you money now being lost 
by wasteful duplication, red- 
tape, and buck-passing. . . . It 
substitutes American business 
know-how for courthouse gang 
rule. 
“Only 
home 
rule 
charter 
puts you in the driver’s seat. 
. . . It makes clear who is re­ 
sponsible for what. If you know 
who’s to blame, you know what 
to do. 


LOCAL CONTROL 
“It gives you local control 
instead of state-dictated gen­ 
eral law. It can be amended by 
a majority of Marin voters. 
“Only home rule charter can 
cut down the tax-gobbling of 
special districts. 
“More and smaller districts 
bring your supervisor closer to 
you. With a county manager 
responsible to them for admin­ 
istration, the board can con­ 
sider Marin’s big problems in­ 
stead of house-keeping details.

Kiddies Just 
Aren't That 
Interesting

N EW YORK (UPI)— ABC-TV’s 
new “ Donna Reed Show” bow­ 
ed in last night. It’s an ortho­ 
dox 
situation 
comedy 
built 
around the family of a pedia­ 
trician. The series has one prin­ 
cipal asset: Miss Reed,< an ac­ 
tress who happily combines 
Hollywood sheen with cornfed 
wholesomeness. 
Like almost all of TV’s sit­ 
uation comedies, the new show 
is child-centered.

ABC-TV also unbottled its 
new “ Patti Page Show.” It 
was, in the main, a triumph 
for producer Ted Mills, who 
managed to surmount the

Page and turn out a charm­ 
ing half-hour. 


Particularly good was a ‘‘Sep­ 
tember Song” number that fea­ 
tured the chanting of Walter 
Pidgeon and the dancing of 
Melissa Hayden. Too often on 
TV, production just clutters the 
delivery of music. But last 
night’s camera and scenic ef­ 
fects reinforced the mood, add­ 
ing another dimension.

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Officer Asks Hearing 


In Hub Job Dispute 


James A. Farmer, San Ansel- 
mo policeman, disclosed today 
he has filed an application for 
a hearing by the San Anselmo 
Civil Service Board of Review 
on a complaint that he has 
been demoted and deprived of 
privileges ecquired under civil 
service. 
Farmer, formerly listed as 
clerk and special police offi­ 
cer, was reclassified as “clerk- 
dispatcher’’ by the state Coop­ 
erative Personnel Service team 
that made a classification sur­ 
vey of San Anselmo city em­ 
ployees. 
The 
reclassification 
moved him from the patrolman 
pay scale to that of “ miscel­ 
laneous“ clerks. His salary was 
not cut, but he failed to get 
an increase subsequently grant­ 
ed patrolmen. 
Farmer contends the reclass­ 


ification deprived him of rights 
acquired during nearly 10 years 
under civil service, reduced his 
rank and deprived him of full 
status as a police officer. 
The city council held a hear­ 
ing on his case several weeks 
ago, but was subsequently ad­ 
vised by City Atty. John G. 
Buresh that it is without juris­ 
diction. The matter is one for 
the board of review’, Buresh 
held. He also held that the 
state 
Cooperative 
Personnel 
Service team was without an- 
thority to change an employee 
from one classification to an­ 
other. 
Farmer said he has sent cop­ 
ies of his petition to the three 
members now on the board of 
review: Louis P. Aquilino, Law­ 
rence Antolini and Leon A. 
Crosby.

ed by the American Institute 
of Men’s and Boys’ Wear. 
The survey found, however, 
that police as well as their 
juvenile bureau directors are 
concerned about the minority 
that get into trouble with the 
law. 
One of them put it this way: 
“There’s no use- denying it. 
Some young people are in trou­ 
ble, and they show it by break­ 
ing the law. It’s a kind of pro­ 
test against something, as I 
see it.” 
Declared another: “On the 
whole we don’t need to worry 
about the general run of boys 
and girls. There are only a few 
who actually tangle with the 
law. Oddly enough, those that 
do get into trouble all have one 
thing in common—they dress 
like bums.” 
Nearly all the law officers 
linked dress with behavior in 
the survey. 
One of them —Chief Robert 
Christy of Danville, 111.—was 
even more blunt about it. He 
commented: 
“You can take the nicest boy 
in school and dress him like a 
jerk, and he immediately gets 
a complex of becoming a jerk.” 
On the positive side of the 
question, the law enforcement 
men agree with psychologists 
and educators that among stu­ 
dents better dress invariably 
tends to make for better be­ 
havior. This is not a new dis­ 
covery, but only recently has 
it been applied through a trend 
toward proper dress in an es­ 
timated 65 
per cent of the 
country’s high schools. W her­ 
ever the movement has taken 
hold—as initiated and run by 
the students themselves — be­ 
havior has improved, and the 
law enforcers have breathed 
easier. 
“We noticed a 
difference 
after the high school in this 
city launched its ‘Dress Right’ 
campaign,” said a police chief 
replying to the questionnaire. 
“I hope it spreads like prairie 
fire all over the country.” 
One astute officer—Correc­ 
tion Commissioner Anna Kross 
of New York City—spoke from 
her own experience. “A well- 
dressed young man identifies 
himself more with the solid 
accepted citizens of society. 
One has but to look at the 
youngsters who come into the 
receiving rooms of our correc­ 
tional institutions to note that 
very few, if any, are dressed 
in a way that would indicate a 
sense of self-respect.” 
“Sloppy” is the word that 
Chief Bill Johnson, of Yangton, 
South Dakota, applies to most 
young 
offenders. 
Time 
and 
again in juvenile court he’s 
noticed the “jerk types than 
stand before the judge very 
sloppy looking, gazing out the 
window and chewing gum while 
the judge is talking.” 
Another South Dakota chief, 
X. B. Chamberlain, of Sioux, 


Falls, feels that the way young 
offenders dress is a clue to bad 
behavior. He reported: “Gangs 
use a particular method of 
dress, feeling that it is a mark 
of distinction for them .” 
Chief Chamberlain went on 
to praise the “Dress Right” 
movement in the schools, tell­ 
ing the Institute: “By adopting 
a national project on teen­ 
agers’ wearing apparel, you are 
definitely 
assisting 
law 
en­ 
forcement agencies.” 
Parents come in for some 
blame in the m atter of sloppy 
dress among young offenders. 
Juvenile specialist Lt. Jack Ho- 
den wrote from Council Bluffs, 
Iowa: “Parents nowadays often 
take the easiest way out requir­ 
ing the least amount of effort 
and time on their part. Even in 
the way some young people 
dress, there is very little paren­ 
tal control after the boy reach­ 
es 14. . . . You must educate 
the parents!” 
Virtually all replies express­ 
ed the hope of law enforcers 
that National Youth Week this 
year find more and more young­ 
sters showing an awareness of 
their

and 
clothes.
